Slovenia, kdvard Kardeij, Yugoslav Forcign Minister, made observa*i ons 
about his trip in late 1950 to the United States. 


a, Kardelj reportedly stated thet conditions in the Unlted Stetes are different 
fvom whet the Cominform depicts than to bes Neither a proletariat nor a 
capitelist state in ths Muropean sense exists there, but there is a Btron: 
middle class which constitutes the backbone of the nation, 


4. tn Kerdelj's opinion, the evclution of United States? econory has not 
followed the path outlineiby Kerl Marx, who claimed thet capitelism, where» 
ever it may be, leads to an abyss and incompatibility between the capitalists 
and the proletariat. From personnel observations, Kardeij noted thet the 
workers ere highly skilled and are not the exploited victims, living in the 
wisery, slavery and oporession which is «usually attributed to capite] ism, 
The Marxist theory is obsolete and not appli cable to the systom exieting 
3m the United States today. 


‘te Kardelj went on to say thet workers in the United States participate sebtively 
in labor unions, often share the profits and have a voics in management. 
In many cases they represent the bulk of the stockholders and, cons equentl Vs 
are the real owners. At one time, when he asked who ovmed a factory ‘he was 
visiting, the manager replied that he did not knew, The menager pointed out, 
however, that the nearby drugzist, the workers in the factory .and other 
mne@ll wage earners had the opportunity to become co-owmers beceuse the 
earnings Were divided among ® multitude of stockholders throughout the 
country. Kardelj said thet he was favorably impressed by American factories, 
particularly the big steel center in PALUSHUTE 


5, The Communist Party in the United States is outmoded and offers no positive 
program to the werkers, Kardelj seid, The Party there has failed to ndapt 
itself to the changing times, end has no real meaning for the working class 
because it lacks @ realistic program calculated on the advanced stetus of 
the Worker and industry in America. It operates as a tool of the Soviet 
Union, merely repeating meaningless Marxist quotations and timo-worn cliches 

which are Sar renoved yom the actual situation. 


6, Kardelj allegedly concluded his report with the statement that the Yue: -eslav 
Communist Party could profit immeasurably by studying the evolution of United 
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States industry and ite effect on the worker. Furthermors, he added, it 
Was the duty of the Party to endeavor to adopt those ideas which could be 
applied te the worker and Yuroslay industry, 


?, After the meeting Boris Krajgher, Edverd Kocbee and Ferdo Kozak reportedly 
remained together for e short time,* Kosbek is Slloged to have rewriced 
that Kardel j's views on Marxism seemed to be im conflict with those of Vil ovan 
Diilas which were outlined in the latter's resent "“Uritioe of Soviet Beonony” .. 


Zozak allegedly maintained that Kardel j's conclusions were in accord with 
those of Djilaa, with which Krajg¢her corcurred, **
